Man Who Saw Possibilities 
of Bell’s Invention When 
Others Laughed at Him, 
Succumbs at 74. |

BALTIMORE,. Md., April 16.— 
‘Theodore N. Vail, chairman of the 
‘Board of Directors of the American 
‘Telephone and Telegraph Co., died 
iat Johns Hopkins Hospital this 
‘morning of a complication of cur- 
‘diac and kidney troubles. He Was 
brought here trom Jeykyll Island, 
i'Ga., last Sunday in his private car. 
, At the hospital it was stated that he 
was in a serious condition when he 
reached there, and his death was 
not unexpected to the physicians. 

As president of the American Tele- 
‘phone and ‘Telegraph Company, 
Theodore Newton Vail was the head , 
of the lergest telcphone system in 
the world. He was not only its nom- 
inal head, but he was from the first 
the genius that promoted the popula 
use of the telephone, the Yirst man 
io establish long-distance communi- 
cation by telephcne. 

Mr. Vail 31 vears old when 
Alexander Graham Bell invented the 
telephone, and, notwithstanding his 
age, he was filling the responsible 
pest of General Superintendent of 
the Railway Mail Service: Still ear- 
lier, however, he had been a tele- 
vraph operator, and interested in the 
possibilities of electrical communica- 
tion. he had visions that Bell's “toy,” 
would some day be a great factor in 
American life. Bell and his asso- 
ciates had equal faith in Mr. Vail’s 
organizing genius, for he had already 
made a name for himselt an or- 
ganizer in the promotion of the Rail- 
way Mail Service, and he was readily 
induced to resign his government! 
post to become the General Man- 
in 1878, of the first American 
Telephone Company. 
Vail's Dreams Came 

Even the most optimistic 
of the telephone then thought 
the invention would 'rve only 
local communication, but Vail hud 
visions of its long-distance use.’ I* 
was he who inaugurated successive 
steps of inter-citvy . communication. 
The first line:from Boston to Provi- 
dence was ridiculed “Vail’s side- 
show.) but some of the persons who 
‘indulged in the ridicule at that time 
lived to see Vail telephone, not oniy 
fron: Boston to Providence, but from 
|New York to San Francisco, in 1915. 
85 years later. Further, in October 
in that vear. they found that it was 
possible to send the human voice 
more than half wav around the 
world. as was done by wireless tele- 
phone from the Government station 
at Arlington, Va., the words being' 
recorded simultaneously at Honolulu 
in the mid-Pacific and the Liffel 
Tower in Paris. 

Vail was known “the biggest 
telephone man in the world.” He 
was 6 feet 2 inches tall and weighed 
about 280 pounds. 

He wus born in Carroll County. O., 
July 16, 1845, of Quaker ancestry. 
His father, Davis Vail. removed from’ 
| Ohio to Morristown. N. J... when the } 
/S8o0n was four years old. and became 
associated with a brother. 
Vail, who had founded the 
Tron Works, near Morristown, w here | 
they built much of the machinery 
for the first trunsatlantic steamship. 
MN: Alfred Vail. another brother. was’ 
one of those associated with Samuel | 
Morse in the invention and promo- 
tion of the telegraph. Theodore Vail! 
went west in L868 an 
operator for the Union Pucitie hKail- 
_road at Pine Bluffs. Wyo. Through 
the friendship of Gen. Grenville M 
Dodge, chief engineer of the Union 
Pacific, Vail. in the next year, was 
appointed a clerk in the Lailwav 
Mail Service, and here his ability 1

Vail set for himself the task of 
making the telephone a universal 
convenience, and it was on his initia- 
tive that every possible improvement

Meantime, it is alleged, 
Cole wronged Miss Gardner. 

Cole, on the day set for the wed- 
ding, is alleged to have said he had 
received a telegran} from home say- 
ing his mother was dying, and hur- 
ried East without stopping at the 
church, where many brother offi- 
cers and guests were Waiting.
